The Miners Fire on the Buildings on 
Csrbcnic Hill end Threaten a Gen­ 
eral Attack—Citizens Are Greatly 
Alarmed—Riot

28.—Gen. 
Brooks telephoned to the Herald-Demo- 
erat at 9:35 last night that an attack is 
in progress on the Carbonate hill re­ 
serve of the Leadville water company, Cleveland 
and that shots are being exchanged be­ 
tween m ilitia and rioters. 
At 9:40 
o’clock a lively fusillade began at the 
Bohn mine and was' continued for ten 
minutes. The sounds resembled a num- New 
ber of shotguns, seemingly from one 
place, answered by rifle shots from dif­ 
ferent points near by. 
Lieut. Verdeckberg telephoned from 
the Bon Air mine at 9:40 o’clock that 
four shots were fired at a picket, who 
returned the fire and called for the cor­ 
poral of the guard. W hen the corporal 
ran out two shots were fired at him 
and they were returned, after which a 
squad started in pursuit of the assail­ 
ants. 
The funeral of Jerry O’Keefe, the 
foreman murdered last Monday morn­ 
ing while turning a hose on the fire at J 
the Coronado mine, occurred Sunday. 
It was the longest funeral procession 
ever seen here. The funeral of William 
Higgins, who was literally filled with 
buckshot while engaged in the attack 
on the Coronado, was from the same 
church and immediately following that 
of O’Keefe. Almost the entire miners’ 
union, including fully 1,500 persons, 
followed the remains to the cemetery.

Allen Law Declared Unconstitutional 
New York. 
New York, Sept. 28.—Most of the 
session of the Central 
Labor Union 
Sunday was taken up by a discussion 
of a recent decision by Judge White of 
the superior court of Buffalo, which 
nullifies the law prohibiting the em­ 
ployment of aliens on public work in 
the state of New York or work done 
under contract for the state or any 
municipality or subdivision thereof, by 
declaring it unconstitutional. 
Judge 
W hite declared the law unconstitution­ 
al on the ground that it violated the 
constitution by infringing on the lib­ 
erty of the individual to employ whom 
he pleased. The judge also held It to 
be a violation of the treaty between 
the United States and Italy, which guar­ 
antees to Italians resident in the Unit­ 
ed States all the rights and privileges 
of citizens.

Exactly! 
How convenient it is to 
have a 
mayor and aldermen and 
special committee to lay the blame on! 
but my friends, it is 
not the “ city 
fathers" but all the fathers who are 
to blame. 
We tax-payers w arn our 
aldermen and other officers th at ii' 
they expeot cur support they must ad 
m inister municipal affairs in an eco 
nomio way. 
Let the tax rate go up 
half cent and how we growl! 
“ The fir6t-step to be taken tow ards

FREN CH BLO O D IN B O E R S. 


The Reason for Certain of His Char­ 
acteristics. 
In and about the year 1688, thirty-six 
years after the landing of Van Riebeck 
and his handful of men, there arrived 
at the cape a body of French Protes­ 
tant refugees, numbering in all, men, 
women and children, somewhat under 
200 souls, says the Fortnightly Review 
These people, driven from France by 
the revocation of the edict of Nantes, 
were offered an asylum in South Africa 
by the Dutch government, which they 
accepted. 
They were not an ordinary 
body of emigrants, but represented a1 
most to a man and a woman that gold­ 
en minority which is so remorselessly 
winnowed from the dross of the con­ 
forming majority by all forms of perse 
2ution directed against intellectual and 
spiritual independence. 
“Mere agricul 
turists, vine dressers and mechanics, 
with but a small sprinkling of persons 
belonging to the professional 
classes, 
these men yet constituted an aristocra­ 
cy—ennobled, not through the fiat of 
any monarch, but selected by that law 
deep lying in the nature of things which 
has ordained that where men shall be 
found having the force to stand alone 
and suffer for abstract conviction there 
shall also be found the individuality, 
virility and power which founds great 
peoples and marks dominant races.

The campaign has af­ 
forded an answ er for every doubt of 
those who are inclined to be pessi­ 
mistic about the powe * of our people 
to govern themselves. 
Whenever the 
trial time comes to the American peo­ 
ple hundreds of thousands may be re­ 
lied upon to forget party 
and to re­ 
m em ber only patriotism .” 
Mr. Spooner dw elt on the fact th a t 
there was a higher issue, even, th an 
th a t of finance. 
Governor Altgeld’s 
declaration th a t governm ent troops 
had no right to protect the United 
States mails on Illinois territory, and 
. the plank in th e Chicago platform 
echoing th a t declaration had brought 
up anew a question th a t arose in 1861. 
When the people had poured out their 
treasure by the billions, however, had 
scattered over the land graves upon 
graves they were not ready to have a 
populist convention in 1896 declare 
th a t the w ar was fought for notning 
and th a t the g reat question th a t was 
fought for them was still unsettled. 
“ No wonder th a t thousands of pa 
triotic men care nothing for party this 
year but propose to crush so mon­ 
strous a proposition!”

The bottle in whish the 
drug w«.s kept stood beside another, 
in which was a less harmless prepara 
tion. 
Dr. Halsey got the two mixed 
when

took 
his 
medicine 
at 
7 
o’clock 
Saturday 
night, 
and 
took 
a heavy 
dose 
of 
the 
poison, and a light dose of the “ wash” 
th a t went with it. 
He realized th a t 
ie had made a mistake almost before 
ae had swallowed the strychnine, anc 
to the fact th a t th a t be did not lose 
iis his head, he 
probably owes his 
life. 
H astened to D rag Store, 
Realizing th at time was valuable, 
lev. Dr. Halsey hastily put on hi6 bat 
and coat, aud started down 
town. 
Reaching Rich Sc Davis' drug store he 
told them w hat bad happened. 
By 
this time the half a wine glass full of 
poison had began to “ w ork,” 
and a 
physician was sent for. 
Dr. Jam es 
Gibson was soon found, and antidotes 
were administered. 
The 
stomach 
pump 
was 
also 
used, 
and 
afte 
an hour’s hard work, Dr. Halsey was 
pronounced out of danger.

Franc* to Talco a Hand. 
London, Sept. 28.—The Paris cor­

M. Carbon, the French ambassador at 
Constantinople, had a long interview 
with the sultan yesterday, in the course 
of which he declared that the western 
powers had resolved to insist that the 
reforms which had already been grant­ 
ed in the Armenian provinces should 
be extended to the whole of the Turk­ 
ish empire.

Terre Haute, Ind., Sept. 28.—The 
officials of the Jackson Hill Coal com­ 
pany, whose mines in Sullivan county 
have been the scene of much excite­ 
ment for a week past, through the re­ 
pulse of constables by the women when 
the officers attempted to evict the 
strikers’ families from the companies’ 
houses, say a settlement has been made 
with the men by which they are to re­ 
turn to work at the 55-cent rate. This 
is the price the operators have been 
offering since May I. 


Armenian Request Granted. 
Constantinople, Sept. 28.—The sultan 
has acceded to the request contained in 
an Armenian address praying for au­ 
thority to convoke the national as­ 
sembly to elect a new patriarch in 
place of Matteo Ismirlian, resigned. It 
is learned that during the massacre at 
Eaguin 600 houses were pillaged and 
burned. A gun was fired as a signal 
for the outrage to commence. 


Lout In the Recent Gale. 
Paris, Sept 28.—As a result of the 
gales on the French coast the steamer 
Magdalene foundered near Bayonne 
and the crew were drowned. The Bre­ 
ton fishermen suffered Beverly as a re­ 
sult of the storms. Four yachts were 
driven from their moorings at Morget 
and have disappeared.
